COIMBRA OIL SOLUTION OFFERS BIG PAYOFF 
Would you pay for vintage World War II era oil? 
Following the recent discovery of oil leaking from 
the sunken SS Coimbra—a tanker torpedoed in 
1942 by a German U-boat some 30 miles off Long 
Island—one shrewd Hamptons entrepreneur has 
proposed retrieving the oil and selling it to pay 
for the recovery mission. 

Norwegian billionaire Arn Olsen, a part-time 
Amagansett resident, says he would pay to 
recover all 9,000 tons of lubricating oil from the 
shipwreck 185 feet below the ocean’s surface, 


but only if he can then take possession of the 
spoils. Hamptons Police Marine Division crews 
are guarding the site until a decision is made. 

“I believe there is a market for this 77-year- 
old oil,” Olsen said, speaking in his thick 
Norwegian accent and pointing out the lost oil 
in a live camera feed of the wreck. “It’s simply 
a matter of pulling these tanks up from the 
depths, removing the oil and repackaging it 
tastefully for collectors and discerning vintage oil 
aficionados,” he continued. “This is a win-win for 
all involved.” 

Olsen showed off his package designs for the 
oil, which would be available in a range of sizes— 
from small, 2-ounce collector vials to standard 
one-quart cans, to 1-10-gallon options and 16-, 
30- and 55-gallon drums for those who will 
only use antique oil in their antique machines. 
Fetching many thousands of dollars, starting at 
$1,500 for the two-ounce vials, each size would 
feature a beautifully designed label with details 
about the shipwreck and the oil’s vintage and 
chemical composition. 

“I come from a rare class of automobile and 


vehicle collectors who refuse to sully our machines 


with oil and gas from incongruent years,” Olsen 
said. “My 1942 Mercury Woody Station Wagon, — 
for example, has never had modern oil or fuelin 
its engine, and I would not have this any other — 
way,” he explained, adding, “I know many fellow — 
collectors who feel the same, and they are willing _ 


to pay a great deal for the privilege.” 
Olsen’s proposal seems like a fair way to— 


avert a growing environmental crisis, which 
compounds as the submerged oil tanks continue 


to corrode, but some officials argue that giving 


the oil to Olsen would be a missed opportunity — 
to bolster the local budget. And now, since — 


Olsen revealed the oil’s niche market value, 
Hamptons Police officers are encountering and 
turning away more suspicious boats approaching 
the Coimbra. 

“We're urging the local boards and attorneys 
to come to a decision soon,” Hamptons Police 
Department spokesman Larry Hirsch says. “Our 
men have grave concerns about illegal recovery 
efforts and piracy, and the likelihood of these 
things grow by the day.”

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Fishhook Ban 


Blocking the View of the Ocean Is Now on the Table

30-foot-long humpback whale, dead, washed 

“ Aup onto the sand at Cupsogue Beach in West 
Hampton Dunes last week. As its weight was so 
great it could not be moved, a big pit has been 
ordered dug in the sand next to it, and, when 
completed, the whale will be gently pushed over 
into his grave by bulldozers and backhoes. One 
wonders, however, if burial is a good thing, 
since this is a waste of valuable whale oil and 
whalebone. What are women going to do for stays 


in their girdles? And how will the community 


light the streetlamps without whale oil? Well, 
they'll think of something. 

While the whale awaits burial, however, the 
Atlantic Marine Conservation Society is spending 
a half a day looking it over and taking samples 
of it to see if they can determine how it died. 
Meanwhile, Doctor Lechter, the pharmaceutical 
industrialist billionaire who has an oceanfront 
mansion in West Hampton Dunes, has sent out 


tweets demanding that the Conservation Society 


look closely to see if there is a fishhook in this 

dead whale’s lip. 
“Myself and other members of our new Ban 

Fish Hooks organization are convinced that the 


use of fish hooks to catch fish is a deplorable 
practice. It is a traumatic experience for a fish, 
even a fish as large as a whale, to have a fishhook 
caught in its lips, even a tiny one. How would 
you like it? It’s not like the teenagers who have 
deliberate lip piercings as a fashion statement. 
They want to do that. Imagine getting a fishhook 
in your mouth, even a tiny one, all of a sudden 
without your permission,” he tweeted. 

Ban Fish Hooks is an organization created on 
the model of the Ban Plastic Straws organization. 
Members carrying signs reading “Smack with 
Mallets, Not Stick with Fishheoks” demonstrated 
for half a day at the Fisherman’s Bureau in 
Flanders last Wednesday. The goal is to ban 
fishhook use. According to Doctor Lechter, 
surfcasters using rod and reel often congregate 
on the beach in front of his house, spoiling his 
view of the sea. 

“Banning fishhooks will do away with all 
the trauma fish experience,” Lechter wrote to 
President Trump last week. “They see a piece of 
food, they open their mouths, a hook catches and 
either they get away with an unwanted fishhook 
permanently attached to their lip or they are 
hoisted up against their will to the surface, then 


dragged onto the beach where they flop around 


SSS 


in agony until they die. This is what I have to 
see every day out my picture windows. The 
fishermen should go out in rubber waders and 
whack fish with mallets if they really want to ~ 
catch fish. Death would be painless and instant.” 
Doctor Lechter has partnered with an 
environmental group demanding the end of 
fishhook use. The group is “Stop Fish Agony,” 
which, our star staff reporters have learned, 
was just formed and is headed up by Harold 
Beef, an executive overseeing employee relations 
at Doctor Lechter’s ‘New York City based firm — 
International Worldwide LLC. Beef has been 
tasked to head up “Stop Fish Agony” until the 
legislation passes. 
“Studies have shown that fish are much happier 
hauled up into a net where they can socialize with 
other fish before they die,” said Beef on Monday. 
The effort to ban fishhooks must be taken 
seriously. You may recall that Doctor Lechter 
created a protest group called Oil Tankers Be 
Gone, which, during the first week of the Trump 
Administration, succeeded in getting a law passed 
requiring ocean-going oil tankers that pass along 
close to the south shore of Long Island to do so 
further out to sea, so as to be less visible on the 
horizon. There had been a documented case—a 
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huge crisis right after the Trump 
inauguration—where an oil tanker, 
traveling at 18 knots just offshore 
our surf, almost ran over a baby seal, 
leaving it alive but traumatized. A 
Seal Appreciation Party was held 
on the beach in front of the Lechter 
mansion the next day. 

After that, Trump stepped up to 
the plate and issued an executive 
order making it illegal for tankers 
to travel so close to the shore here. 
It is happening in stages. In the 
first stage, as of April 1, 2018, they 
can be no closer than just on the 
horizon. In the second stage, which 
is to take place this coming October, 
the oil tankers will be out there over 
beyond the horizon, and thus no longer seen 
from a Long Island beach by Doctor Lechter or 
anybody else with an oceanfront home. This two- 
stage order has been widely applauded. 

As for the Lechter billions, I’m sure you 
remember the famous legal case describing how 
Doctor Lechter made his money and avoided jail 
in 2011. Chemists at his small pharmaceutical 
firm FixaTrik had invented Oxylechter, a small, 
round blue pill marketed as a mood stabilizer. 
Five hundred million bottles of Oxylechter were 
sold to Americans before it was found that 
FixaTrik had lied about having been approved 
by the Pure Food and Drug Administration and 
that continued use led to addiction, the hiccups, 
limping, zombie stiffness and skin rashes, 


particularly on the noses of everyone who used it. 


What a disaster. 


Fortunately for him, Doctor Lechter secretly 
learned ahead of time that criminal charges 
would be filed against FixaTrik executives and 
so immediately resigned as Chairman and CEO, 
sold all his stock-in an offering to the public, and 
promoted Wilbur Whipple, the Vice President at 
FixaTrik in charge of quality control, to take his 
place. And so it was Wiggins who went off to jail 
for life while Lechter opened big bank accounts 


offshore. Quite the coup. 


You may also recall the lawsuit filed by the 
widow of the former owner of his oceanfront 
property six years earlier. She claimed she had 
sold the land at a deeply discounted price because 
Lechter had assured her he would donate the 
property to become a disadvantaged children’s 
public playground and park. Lechter, of course, 
denied he had said any such thing, and so during 


the lawsuit tore down the widow's 
old beachfront shack while she was 
still in it, built his mansion and 
put walls up all around to keep the 
eager disadvantaged children out. 
The lawsuit was eventually thrown 
out on a technicality. 

Today Lechter stays busy. His 
new firm International Worldwide 
LLC has cornered the robocall 
market. Every third phone call you 
get comes from a call center owned 
by Lechter. 

By the way, Lechter has no 
professional license that could 
entitle him to be called Doctor. A 
high school dropout, Doctor was 
the name his parents, Kingpin and 
Nurse Lechter, owners of the largest bowling 
alley in Buffalo, New York, gave him when he 
was born. 

Donald Trump tweeted early this morning that 
he intends later today to issue a new executive 
order banning fishhooks, noting that fewer 
surfeasters means more fishing trawlers, and 
that’s good for business. He mentioned ship 
building, the National Rifle Association and extra 
gasoline use. 

In further fishhook news, it’s been announced 
that the Long Island Surfcasters Association 
based in Mastic, after long, acrimonious debate, 
voted yesterday to put themselves on record 
opposing the banning of fishhooks. 

Also, another new group is forming. It’s to be 
called “Kiss a Fish,” but that’s all the information 
we have at this time. 
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It’s Warm Now and Will Get Warmer Still, Unless...

I n spite of fake news, religious beliefs, 
cowardice and stupidity, it is clear today that 
the temperature of the earth is dramatically rising 
in response to the crap that we throw up into the 
atmosphere. You can see this crap every day, in 
the cars idling in traffic jams, the planes flying 
overhead and in the garbage patches floating in 
the oceans. 

The gasses this cocktail of crap sends up there 
stays in the atmosphere, and as sunlight comes 
in it bounces off the earth and goes back up but 
then cannot get out because so much of these 
greenhouse gasses is blocking it. In simple terms, 
it’s something like what happens when you shut 
all the windows on your car on a hot day and 
leave it like that for a while. But not exactly. The 
‘greenhouse gasses do not dissipate. 

The gasses responsible are CO2, methane, 
nitrous oxide, ozone and halogenated gases— 
all of which we have been producing in ever- 
increasing amounts since the beginning of the 
Industrial Revolution. 

A common misunderstanding of all this is that 
if we use an electric car, ban plastic straws, drive 
less and throw hotel towels on the floor “to save 


the planet,” as the sign always says, we can cause 
the greenhouse gasses to go down. The fact is, and 
I don’t understand why this isn’t understood, the 
greenhouse gasses will not go down if we do these 
things. They will continue to go up, but slower. 
The greenhouse gasses we have today are the 
lowest they will be after today. Tomorrow they 
will be higher, and the day after that, higher still. 
The greenhouse gasses have nowhere to go. The 
tornadoes, fires, hurricanes, tsunamis and floods 
we have today are what the planet has responded 
with, SO FAR. It will never be less, unless we do 
two things, but more about this later. 


e have to go back to living as we 
did in colonial times, before the 
invention of the steamboat or gun 
powder. We have to unwind the 
Industrial Revolution. 


On the radio this morning, I heard a 
commentator, supposedly knowledgeable, urging 
action and saying this is not this generation’s 
problem but the next generation’s problem, 
“when global warming will be at its peak.” It 


will never peak, it will only go up, until we do © 
these two things. The first will only stop it from 
increasing. The second will defeat it and bring it 
back down. 

Here’s the one that will stop it from increasing. — 
It is going to sound preposterous and impossible, 
but this is what we must do. 

We have to go back to living as we did in 
colonial times, before the invention of the 
steamboat or gun power. We have to unwind 
the Industrial Revolution. Alternately, it might 
be possible that by using wind, solar, nuclear 
and wave power, we can continue on as we 
are without further damage. I think the Paris 
Agreement might have paved the way, although 
it does not mention stopping it entirely, just — 
reducing it so it gets worse slower. Every country 
was assigned signposts to gently transfer how it 
produces energy, aiming toward a goal of this 
massive carbon reduction. But so far, and we are 
four years since the agreement, there don’t seem 
to be many who have met these signposts along 
the way. And America has withdrawn from Paris, 
an absurd gesture, considering everything. Also, 
as I said, reduction won’t do it, it will only slow 
the increase. Furthermore, nobody drafting the 
Paris Agreement spelled out obligatory financial 
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punishments for not achieving the signposts. 
Modern industrial life is indeed very fun. And 
everybody thinks that they can get everybody else 
to do the dirty work. 

A second possible thing we can do will indeed 
result in a decline and eventual disappearance of 
the greenhouse gasses in the atmosphere. And 
though it is much simpler, so far nobody has 
shown the slightest interest in this. Politicians 
around the world have failed to seize this. 
Amazing. 

An international effort needs to be made by 
scientists to find chemicals we can send into 
the atmosphere to neutralize the greenhouse 


~ gasses up there and render them harmless. It 


could be by a chemical reaction. It could be a 


kind of sweeping-up what’s up there, but it must 


attack what's up there and put an end to it. The 


Ve _ neutralized gasses could be fired off into space, or 
brought back to earth and, if in solid form, buried. 


It could also be accomplished by something much 


oa less complicated—a massive reforestation effort 
_ (Since trees take in carbon dioxide and emit 
oxygen). It could be a combination of things. 


This seems impossible. Or is it? 

We really have no choice. I’ve read that during 
the 1980s our federal government set aside $20 
billion every year to give out to victims of natural 
disasters to use for restoration and rebuilding. 
In 2018, this was about $95 billion. Soon it will 
be $200 billion, then a trillion. How much do 
we have to spend before we realize we have to 
deal with the cause of the problem before it rises 
to a point when we simply can’t afford to keep 
patching things up? 

Making this effort is therefore money well 
spent. And we have precedents for doing this. 

In 1940, the United States government made 
the decision to produce huge quantities of 
military guns, vehicles, ships and planes. Hitler's 
armies were 10 times more powerful than any 
other armies in Europe. Our goal was to produce 


an army 10 times more powerful than Hitler’s. 
Everyone rolled up their sleeves and pitched 
in. For five years, everything was about the war 
effort. Auto manufacturers quit making cars— 
there were no cars made from 1942 to 1945—and 
instead they made tanks, guns and planes. It 
succeeded because if it didn’t, we would have died 
under the Nazi guns. 

In 1941, the United States made the commitment 
to harness atomic power and produce a massive 
weapon that could end the war everywhere. It 
created a laboratory complex in the mountains of 
Tennessee, and in five years it was accomplished. 

The United States government made a decision 
in 1961 to send men to the moon before the 
conclusion of that decade. It was a huge financial 
effort. And it succeeded. 

We made a commitment to find a way to fight 


the AIDS epidemic and we are succeeding. We 
have made a commitment to cure cancer. It has 
not succeeded, so far. 

This new effort to neutralize the greenhouse 
gasses would have to be the biggest effort ever 
undertaken. It must be undertaken by not only 
the United States but also by China, Japan and 
every other industrialized country. And it must 
have teeth—massive financial penalties to those 
countries that continue to flaunt the signposts of 
the first effort, the Paris effort, all to be spent on 
this second effort. It could be a United Nations 
sanctioned effort. 

. This is not about saving the planet. The planet 
will be fine, spinning around the sun for billions 
more years. It might even evolve new creatures 
who survive in the overheated environment. It 
has happened before. This is about saving us.

Railroad Plunges Ahead to Raise the Railroad Tracks

J ust 36 hours after the Long Island Rail Road 

announced they would soon complete their 
$20 million project to raise the railroad trestle at 
the eastern end of Main Street in East Hampton 
three feet, so people driving tall trucks wouldn’t 
crash into it as they occasionally do, a driver at 
the western end of Main Street in East Hampton 
apparently missed the 90-degree turn at Town 
Pond and instead drove straight into it. This 
occurred at 4:45 a.m. on Saturday morning last 
week, police said. It was raining. The ducks and 
swans were asleep. It woke them up. 

The police showed up. The car was sitting in 
the water, up to its fenders. Five men got out 
and waded through the water to shore. The man 
driving the car was interviewed by the police, 
determined to be in his right mind and was 
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not arrested, though his car—a now-un-drivable © 


Hyundai Sonata—was pulled out onto the grass 
to the amusement of passersby at that hour who 
pulled over to watch. Nobody was injured. 

As for the other end of Main Street, where 
trucks too tall to fit under the railroad trestle 
crash into it in spite of a total of 12 big, bright 
yellow signs reading CLEARANCE 10 FEET, six 
warning you on each approach, an official from 
the railroad, John Kettel, spoke to the Village 
Board. He said the project raising the trestle will 
be completed by November 30 of this year. 

The crashing into the trestle has been an 
amusement for many, many years. The number 
of trucks getting stuck going under has remained 
steady at about 16 a year, every year (versus one 
every two years driving into the pond.) 

“It’s a bridge we’ve been looking at and 
studying for many years,” Mr. Kettel said in The 
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Suthampton Press, 
finally replacing it.” 
The 16-a-year number has held steady over the 
years in spite of increasing numbers of yellow 
signs. For many years, maybe 50, there was just 
one sign on either side of the approach road. 
With two on each side, the number held steady. 
Then about five years ago, probably at the request 
of the railroad, the number of signs on each 
side increased from two to six. It was a virtual 
Times Square of signage as you approached the 
trestle, which was particularly galling because 
on the western side was the magnificent, 
historic 200-year-old windmill that all tourists 
like to photograph. Now they had to battle the 
signs just to get a clear shot. And still, much to 


“and I’m happy that we’re 


‘everybody’s surprise, 16 trucks got stuck under 


there the next year. It didn’t matter how many 
signs you put up. 
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So that’s when the railroad finally decided to 
raise the trestle three feet—and $20 million is a 
very impressive amount of money. 

As you probably know, the trestle is about a 
mile east of the East Hampton railroad station, 
so the trains heading east will, just before getting 
to the trestle, go into a mild incline to get up 
the three feet, and then after they pass across, 
decline down to where they had been before. As 
they will be near that station, they will probably 
do it slowly. The trains will do the same thing 
coming from the other direction. It will be an 
interesting sensation. 

The railroad has been working on this project 
with big machinery down there by the trestles for 
more than a year. Among other things, they’ve 
been strengthening the abutments. New steel 
panels have gone onto the abutment walls, 
and stone has been added to handle what will 
now be a heavier weight-bearing situation. The 
abutments should be finished in by October. 
After that, the new higher trestle and trackage 
will go in. And that work is to be completed by 
November 10. 

_ “We hope to be out of here before the year is 
out,” Kettel said. 

My guess is that even with the clearance raised 
to 13 feet from the current 10, determined drivers 
will find still taller trucks to hit the trestle at the 
rate of about 16 a year. It’s a tradition, something 
to do. We shall see. 

Interestingly, one month ago, the railroad 
installed its own signs. They are smaller and 
there are two of them. Of course, they are pretty 
much lost in the forest of big yellow signs. 

One of them is right on the abutment facing 
down North Main Street, so motorists can 
see it as they approach—although to read it, 
theyll have to stop. The writing on the small 
sign is really small. The second sign, identical, 
is on the inside wall of the abutment facing 
whatever might get stuck under there. I have 
photographed one of these signs, and here is 
what it says.

They might have put these signs up 20 years 
ago, but they didn’t. Even five years ago might 
have been helpful. The thing is that for all 
these years, most everybody concluded these 
abutments and trestles were immoveable. They 
get hit. They don’t move. So there’s no danger 
to the safety of the trains. Unless everybody’s 
wrong. I suppose having a big heavy truck 
hauling steel I-beams under there might result 
in the worst derailing and train crash in the 
history of the railroad. So now they tell us. At 
the last minute. Just in time for them to take the 
signs down. 

So for the next six months, if you get stuck 
under there and wonder who to call, it’s right 
there at eye level. A courtesy. 

I havea favorite story about the driving 


into town pond experience at the other end of 
Main Street. 

It was told to me by a retired rumrunner many 
years ago. Prohibition was in effect. Two men 
were driving an open air Model A Ford from 
East Hampton to Riverhead and then out the 
North Fork to one of those bootleg hooch parties 
in Greenport. 

The party lasted well into the night. On the way 
home, the driver and his passenger came back 
around Riverhead and then down the Montauk 
Highway to East Hampton, drunk.

“Buyer's market” is subjective, at best. 
The fact is that great houses are still 
getting great prices and lackluster 
houses are getting lackluster offers. 
The real issue isn’t that buyers are 
driving prices down—-sellers have 
simply held their asking prices too high 
for too long. We think that we are 

in the midst of a fair market. Buyers 
who are making fair offers are getting 
good deals. Sellers asking fair prices 
are getting their houses sold. The real 
lesson here for everyone—buyers, 
sellers and realtors—is, simply, price a 
house fairly and it will attract even the 
most astute buyers.

Every vineyard, like every bottle of wine, tells its own story. Bedell’s began 
when Kip and Susan Bedell planted their first grapevines in 1980 and grew 
their product and reputation to a level where Wine Spectator was calling 
Kip “Mr. Merlot.” Michael Lynne, the then-president of New Line Cinema 
who produced and distributed such films as The Lord of the Rings trilogy, 
purchased Bedell Cellars in 2000 for $5 million—a record price for a Long 
Island winery at the time. Over the next two decades, he and his team 
evolved it into one of the finest producers not only in New York but on the 
East Coast, always with the vision of creating world-class wines. 


“This is such a unique situation,” says listing agent Gary DePersia of 
Corcoran. “Bedell has such a great name and so many people know about it 
who are wine aficionados, who are familiar with the North Fork.” 


The $17.9 million listing including Bedell’s main Cutchogue property of 
50 acres plus the 10,000-square-foot tasting room and production facility, 
along with Corey Creek’s 22-acre vineyard and tasting room, in Southold. 
The Bedell property is also home to a working apple orchard and an 
1,800-square-foot cottage, which is more than 300 years old and is listed on 
the National Register of Historic Places.

“There are three separate locations with five separate pieces of property, 
including a house on what I call their main campus—redone by Vincent Wolf, 
landscaping by Edmund Hollander—and they also have residential wooded 
property behind the vineyard in that location,” DePersia adds. “It offers a lot 
of opportunities. This is truly a vertical operation, from growing the grapes to 
harvesting the grapes to processing them to the whole wine operations—other 
than making the bottles—and that’s not always the case with vineyards.” 


The land, the structures, the vines, the wines—it is a confluence of 
opportunity never quite seen before in East End real estate. What value two of 
the most well-regarded brands in Long Island wine will ultimately bring to the 
deal is intriguing to potential investors and outside observers alike. Among its 
accolades, Bedell has been named by Wine Enthusiast as one of the nation’s 
Top 25 Tasting Rooms, and it produced the first New York red wine to receive 
a 91 rating from Wine Spectator. In 2013, it earned the honor of being the 


38 


first Long Island wine served at the White House, when their 2009 Merlot was 
poured at Barack Obama's inauguration. That is an impressive lineage and 
legacy, one that has no doubt factored into the interest in the property from 
parties in New York and as far afield as California and France. 


Vineyard sales have not been an everyday occurrence on Long Island over the 
past four and a half decades, but three notable deals have taken place in the 
past two years. In spring of 2017, Mattituck’s Shinn Estate Vineyard sold to 
financier Randy Frankel and his wife, Barbara. A year later, family-run Mexican 
wine company Rivero-Gonzdlez purchased Big E Farm and Martha Clara 
Vineyards in Riverhead from the Entenmann family—the $15 million was a 
record for a winery, and the second largest deal ever on the North Fork, 

behind only a $19.5 million waterfront property in 2008. And last summer, 
Palmer Vineyard was sold to the Massoud family, owners of neighboring 
Paumanok Vineyards.

As Long Island Wine Country continues to 
undergo an evolution that brings increased 
focus not only to the wines but also to the 
food and the land and how it all intertwines, 
casual visitors and oenophiles alike will continue 
seeking an experience. This will surely include 
the tours, tastings and other trappings that have 
helped grow the region as a destination, but 
also new initiatives from a new generation 
of owners. 


“Wine is cultural, and when you’re a brand-new 
region, you're trying to find your identity,” says 
Jamesport Vineyards’ Ron Goerler, the second- 
generation owner of the land and the business 
at one of the North Fork’s most renowned wine 
producers. Yes, the local wine region remains 
in relative infancy—its 40 or so years taken in 
comparison with the centuries of European 
counterparts—and “the future of this all falls 
upon that next generation,” Goerler continues. 
“It’s a hard thing to do. When you're planting 
vines today, you're planting for the future, and 
you don’t always know, 30 years from now, 
what you're going to get.” 


When Louisa and Alex Hargrave put Long 
Island’s first vines into its earth and founded 
Hargrave Vineyard back in 1973, nobody had 
a dream where the one-small-step-for-Long- 
Island-wine moment would lead. Owning a 
vineyard on the East End now means becoming 
part of history, but also a tomorrow that must 
be carefully crafted. 


“You attempt to create something that’s 
special, distinctive,” Michael Lynne told Wine 
Spectator in 2005, “that in fact never existed 
before, and yet is not totally within your control.”

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THE DREAM OF A HOME IN THE HAMPTONS, BE IT A FIRST OR 
SECOND OR THIRD HOME, OFTEN BEGINS WITH A FIXER-UPPER.

UPDATING A DATED 1980S CONTEMPORARY, WELL... 
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Neff and his brothers recently bought a Quogue property straight out 
of the Reagan era. “I’d been going out there with my family for my 
whole life,” he recounts. “But then two summers back, my parents said, 
‘David, you're 38 years old and you're still sleeping on a bunk bed in 
our house. You've had a good run, but we think it’s time you and your 
brothers did your own thing.” 


Point taken. 


“As an architect, it’s kind of exciting to go out and do your own thing,” 
Neff says of the beginning of the search. You might think an architect’s 
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eye might have sped the process along, but it took some effort to find 
the property that suited them. “My brother and I looked at a bunch of 
places, but we were totally on different pages and I thought we were 
never going to find something we agreed on. For example, he liked one 
place with a big backyard and a basketball hoop, and then I thought 

a place in East Quogue that had no heat at all was great—it had such 
amazing architectural detail. We both thought the other was crazy.” 


Finally, they settled on a 1988 house that definitely needed work but 
had “great bones,” as Neff puts it. “We walked into this place and it had 
great light, great layout. It had generic, very ’80s interiors. The kitchen 
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was small—it reminded me of an East Village walkup I used to live in.” 
The one-acre plot even included a tennis court and pool. 


Often, it seems the best approach in renovation and redecoration for 
an 80s contemporary is not to take the building into the 21st century, 
but to look back to midcentury modern. Eighties contemporary design 
has much in common with mid-mod, and the Don Draper vibe seems 
much fresher than the Crockett and Tubbs approach. Mad Men is more 
the look Neff went for. Since his brothers aren’t in design, they basically 
let Neff do as he pleased, so unlike in his working life, where clients 
naturally have opinions about their homes, Neff had full freedom.

Of course, once the renovation was started, it wound up being more 
work than anticipated. In all, the project involved a gut renovation of 
the 3.5 baths, a gut kitchen reno with a new layout and a much longer 
(12-foot) island, along with refinishing the wood floors and changing 
the kitchen from tile to wood. He also added a new open staircase to 
the basement, put in sliding doors to the basement, and finished 700 
square feet of space down there, adding wooden walls and ceiling and 
Flor carpeting. The new basement walkout required the yard to be 
excavated. He also replaced all the HVAC equipment and rerouted the 
ductwork. 


Outside, Neff put in a new platform to the hot tub, an outdoor shower, 
a fire pit, new stairs to the house, landscaping and a new driveway. He 
added trails and clearing in the woods and refinished the tennis court. 


The most striking new feature of the house is the encaustic ceramic tile 
used extensively throughout. These tiles are becoming more and more 
popular in the United States, though they’ve been produced in Europe 
for 150 years. The unique properties of cement tile—striking colors and 
shapes, along with chalky matte texture—give it a contemporary edge 
for today’s installations. 


The difference between cement tile and ceramic tile? Ceramic tile is 


usually glazed, which gives it a shiny look, and is fired in a kiln. After 
being fired, it’s impervious. Cement tile usually consists of three layers of

Portland cement, which is cured at room temperature. It’s unglazed and 
the colored layer on top is porous and about an eighth of an inch thick, 
much deeper than the color on ceramic tile. Like much natural stone, 
cement tile needs to be sealed after installation. 


Neff used tile from Popham Design, which are handmade in Morocco, 
to tile the kitchen backsplash, a fireplace surround and the floors and 
accent walls in three full bathrooms and a half-bath. He had been using 
the same tile in a professional project and felt it would work well in the 
Quogue house, which didn’t have a great deal of architectural detail or 
character. “I thought the tile would be a good way to introduce color 
and pattern to the interiors.” 


Although he’s been practicing architecture for 20 years, working for 
himself and taking on roles beyond architect on this project presented 
Neff with a huge learning curve and some unintended consequences. “I 
lost 20 pounds because I was working with the carpenters and having 
no idea what I was doing. I’m not a handy person.” 


He initially started with a general contractor but eventually took that 
role over as well. “I had a plumber ghost me, didn’t show up, didn’t 
answer his phone. So I have a whole new respect for general contractors. 
I didn’t do everything the easiest way or the fastest way, but I learned a 
lot and I’m really proud of how the property turned out.”

HANS VAN DE BOVENKAMP, SCULPTOR 


As evidenced in public spaces and fine homes the world over, the dialogue 


between sculpture and architecture can move from harmonious to unforgettably

symphonic. No matter how brilliant the sculptor or architect, their combined 


discourse builds upon individual genius and produces something far greater than 


the sum of its parts. 


“It’s like a flower in the lapel,” Sagaponack sculptor Hans Van de Bovenkamp 
says, describing the role of his monumental abstract works when placed next to

the homes or buildings he’s so often called upon to enhance and adorn. “I like

my sculptures to be a part of the architecture,” he explains. “It brings the scale of 


the building down, to humanize it.” 


For more than five decades, Van de Bovenkamp has collaborated with 
architects and designers to beautify and contextualize private homes, corporate 
campuses and public squares with his substantial metal sculptures, gates and 
fountains. But beyond his ample aesthetic facility, the artist seeks to create 
“sacred space” and conceptual works rife with symbolism about everything from 
the demise of Native American culture, to spiritual portals, music and nature’s 
majesty. “Nature and God and the sun and the moon—that is the greatest,” 
Van de Bovenkamp says in the thick Dutch accent he’s kept since he and his 
family left their native Holland for Ontario, Canada in 1957. He went on to study 
sculpture and architecture at the University of Michigan the following year 
before beginning his career in earnest. 


Like most successful artists, Van de Bovenkamp paid his dues before reaching 
the point of accepting commissions for monumental outdoor sculpture, such 
as his famous 1986 piece, “Mariner’s Gateway,” a 35-foot, white stainless steel 
composition from his “Circles & Waves” series, which still stands at Haverstraw 
Marina in Haverstraw, NY. It’s just one among dozens of his mammoth 
landmarks now presiding over public spaces around the globe. 


“I started with small things,” Van de Bovenkamp says, recalling his early days, 
finding prosperity in New York City with more functional objects, such as unique 
candelabras, magazine racks and copper and brass fountains. “The sculpture

got bigger and bigger,” he points out, noting that he had 20 assistants and things 


were going well, but one must never stop growing and evolving. 


Van de Bovenkamp slowly began getting gallery shows. Soon, people were 
requesting large versions of his sculptures, and he used his architecture 
background to enlarge them into breathtaking, structurally sound arrangements. 
“That put me on the map,” Van de Bovenkamp says. “You can’t just step over a 
40-foot sculpture.” 


By the mid-1960s, the artist was diversifying and gaining acknowledgement. 
His first brush with the Hamptons came while delivering a sculpture to playwright 
Edward Albee in Montauk, and Van de Bovenkamp immediately fell in love with 
the area. “I went to deliver it, and in East Hampton at the pond, instead of turning 
left, I turned right,” he says, remembering an impactful drive through the town’s 
estate section. “I saw these houses that were five times the size I’m used to,” Van 
de Bovenkamp adds. “[Later,] I saw the fields of Sagaponack and that reminded 
me of Holland...I like to see food grow.” In short order, the sculptor rented his first 
beach house in Amagansett. 


Years later, in 2002, Van de Bovenkamp and his first wife, late Swedish writer and 
artist Siv Cedering (1939-2007), bought a rundown horse farm in Sagaponack, 
which has since grown into the impressive, 7-acre “Sagaponack Sculpture Farm” 
compound where he works and lives ensconced in art and beauty with his partner 
of about a decade, Denise Moore.

At 81 years old, the sculptor spends much of his time painting, drawing and 
sketching new concepts, which he will eventually cast as small bronzes with the 
help of longtime assistant Kevin Miller. “We're like brothers,” Van de Bovenkamp 
says, noting that Miller has been an essential part of his operation for the last 20 
years. “He really understands me and my brand.” 


After making the smaller maquettes, which are gorgeous tabletop sculptures in 
their own right, Van de Bovenkamp uses Photoshop to place the works in their 
planned locations and play with scale. From there, he and Miller construct larger 
cardboard models to understand the construction nuances before cutting and 
welding sheets of stainless steel for a full-scale build. “I have to understand them 
structurally,” Van de Bovenkamp says. “These large sculptures have to stand up to 
100-mile-per-hour wind, with a sheet of ice on it, and not fall over.” 


During a recent visit to his studio, Van de Bovenkamp was working on five large 
pieces for an installation on Park Avenue, among several other projects, including a 
proposed memorial for victims of the 2017 Las Vegas concert shooting. “All of this 
is a work in progress,” he says. “I’m always working.” 


With his power to produce enduring and relevant landmarks, and boundless 
motivation to propagate them at sites around the planet, it appears Van de 
Bovenkamp’s creations will remain standing long after he, and the rest of us, 
are gone.

STEPS IN A 
REAL ESTATE TRANSACTION 


TITLE REPORT 


Upon entering into the contract, the buyer’s attorney will order a title report and thereafter share the report with 
the seller's attorney. Then the buyer’s attorney will notify the seller's attorney as to any deficiencies with respect 
to the property’s ownership, boundary lines, legality, violations and the like (such as liens, encroachments, ease- 
ments, taxes, permits and certificates of occupancy). 


CLEARING TITLE 


Upon receipt of notice from the buyer’s attorney, the seller’s attorney will commence clearing title issues. These issues can range greatly. They can 

be opening an estate of a deceased owner in order to transfer the property into an heir’s name to effectuate the sale. They can be that the property 
needs to be legalized when open permits are discovered. Alternatively, a boundary line dispute can be realized and adverse claims to ownership may 
need to be quieted before the sale is consummated. There are endless possible issues that can be realized when clearing title. However, the contract 
will not always require the seller to fix every problem. Instead, at certain times the contract will provide for a credit to the purchaser when the issue 
may remain or enable the purchaser to cancel the contract (that is, exercise an exculpatory clause) and be refunded his down payment. This is where 
a top real estate closing attorney makes his mark. By successfully juggling advocacy and deal making, a top transactional attorney can leverage his cli- 


ent’s position while always getting to the closing table. 


When all is said and done, it’s time to close. A closing 
involves the signing of the deed, mortgage note, and 
transfer tax forms, while paying off all existing liens 
on the property. At the closing, a lender, title closer, 
the parties and their respective attorneys will be pres- 
ent. Sometimes, a real estate broker will attend for 
moral support. Regardless, money will be exchanged 
for keys, the title closer will provide an insurance policy 
and then the closer will leave with the deed and tax 
forms for recording and filing.

10 o'clock, and just go all night long. Suddenly it’s 6:30 in the morning and 
I’m going right back to the beach for surf patrol. 


What are some other favorite spots for fun in the Hamptons? 

: I love going to the Blue Parrot, the Palm, Town Line, 75 Main. 
Southampton Social Club is a great spot. I love going out to Gurney’s in 
Montauk, watching a show at Surf Lodge. We go to Stephen Talkhouse all the 
time—we basically have a residency there.

The Town of East Hampton is negotiating a 
lease for two parcels of land in Montauk, both 
beachfront in the Ditch Plains section of town, 
and both for use as town beaches.

200 WALT WHITMAN 
The Long Island-born Walt Whitman was one 
of the most storied writers of his time. Considered 
the father of “free verse” poetry, his collection 
Leaves of Grass was published in 1855 and is one 
of the seminal works of the poetry canon. 


i85 LONG ISLAND RAIL ROAD 
The Long Island Rail Road (LIRR) was 
chartered in 1834. Initially, the LIRR was created 
to provide a rail/ferry connection from New York 
to Boston. Then, in 1844, the LIRR ran from 
Brooklyn to Greenport in three-and-a-half hours. 


180 REVOLT ON THE AMISTAD 

In 1839, the Amistad was captured near 
Montauk Point by the USS Washington after 
a group of Mende slaves revolted against their 
Spanish captors. The infamous incident led to 
a landmark court case that led to the Supreme 
Court restoring the slaves’ freedom, and became 
a historic symbol in the abolition movement. 


175 OLD WHALERS CHURCH 

The First Presbyterian Church in Sag Harbor 
was built in 1844. Famed architect Minard 
LaFever designed the building, which combines 
Egyptian Revival and Greek Revival styles and 
has a 185-feet steeple. The church was dedicated 
on May 16, 1844. The Old Whalers Church was 
named a National Historic landmark in 1994. 


160 SAG HARBOR EXPRESS 
Founded in 1859, when it had to compete for 
readers with The Corrector, this award-winning 
newspaper continues to serve the 3,000 year- 
round residents of Sag Harbor weekly. 


400 VOLSTEAD ACT 
The National Prohibition Act forbade the use 
of “intoxicating beverages.” Also known as the 


Volstead Act after Republican politician Andrew 
Volstead, the act of prohibition prompted various 
illegal movements in the United States to secretly 
traffic alcohol. The East End was a hub for 
alcohol running and bootlegging, as rum running 
was rampant on East End waters. Claudio’s 


Restaurant in Greenport was particularly - 


successful during this period, with an upstairs 
speakeasy. Prohibition ended in 1933. 


80 DANIEL RATTINER 

Dan’s Papers founder Dan Rattiner was born 
on August 15, 1939. Rattiner moved to Montauk 
with his family, who owned White’s Pharmacy, 
and published the first issue of the Montauk 
Pioneer on July 1, 1960. Over the years, Rattiner 
published other works as well—the underground 
NYC paper The East Village Other in 1965, The 
Block Island Times in 1970 and, eventually, 
12 books featuring his unique brand of humor, 
world views, art and more. 


80 DEATH OF CARL FISHER 
Montauk founding father Carl Fisher passed 
away on July 15, 1939. Fisher spearheaded the 
development of what he considered the Miami 
Beach of the north. He built Montauk Manor, 
which still stands today. 


80 THE LONG ISLAND MUSEUM, 
STONY BROOK 
Founded by Ward Melville in 1939, The Long 
Island Museum of American Art, History and 
Carriages is a nine-acre museum located in Stony 
Brook. Melville, a philanthropist who wanted 
Stony Brook to be similar to New England, 
made sure the museum grounds resembled a 
New England village building. The Long Island 


Museum is among the prestigious Smithsonian | 


Affiliates, a partnership of non-Smithsonian 
museums that share collections, exhibitions and 
educational strategies. 


- 70 THE GATEWAY 
This spectacular regional theater had humble 
beginnings. Originally founded by the Pomeran 


family in their barn with a production of William 
Shakespeare’s The Taming of the Shrew, the 
playhouse has developed into a flourishing non- 
profit professional theater, with a full season of 
musicals.

n the Hamptons, Memorial Day has come 

to represent the unofficial start of summer, 
weekend parties, benefits and galas, and perhaps 
that very first beach outing, but it is incredibly 
important to also remember the day’s true 
meaning. Memorial Day is about honoring and 
acknowledging those who gave their lives in 
service to our country. It’s an especially difficult 
day for families of the heroic men and women who 
fell fighting in Iraq (2003~2011) and Afghanistan 
(2001—present), both wars still fresh as they 
continue to grieve. Here on the East End, two 
names are etched into the landscape as enduring 
reminders of dedicated local soldiers who sought 
to protect their families, their country and, most 
of all, the brothers fighting alongside them. 

Anyone who’s traveled from Sag Harbor to 
Shelter Island should recognize the names of U.S. 
Marine Lance Corporal Jordan Haerter, which 
now graces the former Sag Harbor-North Haven 
Bridge, and ist Lt. Joseph Theinert which lives 
on aboard South Ferry boat Lt. Joe Theinert and 
on Joseph J. Theinert Memorial Way, a 1.4-mile 
stretch of Route 114 running from the South 
Ferry Terminal to the Cartwright Road Circle. 


Haerter, sitio died srctectine athets from the 
blast, was posthumously awarded the Navy Cross 
for valor. There are ongoing campaigns to award 
him the Congressional Medal of Honor, our 
country’s highest military decoration. 

On Sunday, July 28, Haerter’s family invites 
the community to join them for the Jordan’s 
Run Veterans’ Memorial 5K Run/Walk, starting 
at Pierson High School (200 Jermain Avenue) 
in Sag Harbor at 7 a.m. Proceeds will benefit 
Haerter’s memorial fund, In Jordan’s Honor, 
Ltd. Email jordansrun5k@gmail.com for 
more info. 


A New York Army National Guardsman 
assigned to the ist Squadron, 71st Cavalry 
Regiment, ist Brigade Combat Team of the 
10th Mountain Division (Light Infantry), ist Lt. 
Joseph Theinert died of wounds suffered when 
insurgents attacked his unit using an improvised 
explosive device (IED) during a dismounted 
patrol in Hondu Kalacheh, Afghanistan on June 
4, 2010. The Shelter Island native and Sag Harbor 
resident was just 24 years old. 

“Joe worked on the South Ferry during high 
school and college,” his father, James Theinert of 
Sag Harbor, says, explaining his son’s connection 
to the boat that now bears his name. Theinert, 
who struggles when talking about his late son, 
said South Ferry owner Clifford Clark was always 
very supportive of his son’s military service and 
schedule. After Theinert’s death, the Clarks 
reached out to his devastated family and offered 
to rename one of their ferries in the fallen 
soldier’s honor. All the South Ferry boats were 
previously named for members of the Clark 
family, but “He thought Joe’s legacy should be 
carried forth,” Theinert says of Clark’s heartfelt 
offer. “We were very touched by that,” he added, 
explaining that Clark knew his sons since they 
were little. “It was a wonderful gesture during a 
tough time.” 

As Clark says to the elder Theinert, “That boat 
will be around long after I’m gone, and long after 
you're gone.” The same, of course, goes for the 
road designated with his name in October 2010. 

Following the loss of his son, Theinert said 
the Shelter Island and Sag Harbor communities 
showed tremendous and unwavering support, 
which continues nearly a decade hence. “The 
locals are a tight-knit group,” he says. 
very supportive of veterans...they continue to 
reach out each year.” 

The anniversary of Theinert’s death comes just 
a few days after Memorial Day, so the start of

summer is never easy for those who loved him 
most. “It’s a tough time of the year for the family,” 
his father says, but the community shares in 
his pain. “People on the street make sure we 
know they haven’t forgotten,” Theinert says, 
also acknowledging the powerful connection he 
maintains with Joseph’s military brothers in the 
U.S. Army’s 10th Mountain Division. “His unit 
always reaches out,” he says. “They do not forget. 
Local, national—it’s one big family,” Theinert 
continues, noting that they're regularly asked to 
join the unit for ceremonies. “Joe’s gift to me was 
his military family. God bless them for what they 
do for us.” 

In the nine years since Theinert pus 
the ultimate sacrifice, his family—including 
his younger brother Jimbo, grandparents 
and mother Chrystyna Kestler—have become

fforts to restore and revive the Sag Harbor 
Cinema have reached a significant and 
exciting milestone. The iconic sign, which 
was rescued from the devastating fire that 
took down the Cinema in 2016, has been fully 
restored and is ready to be lit on Saturday, 


May 25. 
“Our construction crew  has_ been 
phenomenal,” says Sag Harbor Cinema Arts 


Center Chair April Gornik. “They ve been giving 
and involved in this project in the way that we 
all are and we've been gauging our progress 
since we began. We have been talking about 
a fall opening and we have weekly meetings 
and during some of them, it was mentioned 
that the facade is ready to go.” Gornik notes 
that “it was tempting to wait until the cinema 
was ready, but the whole community has stuck 
with us from the beginning. They’ve contributed 
enormously. Not just the $1 million from Eric 
Fisch] or $500,000 from Dorothy Lichtenstein— 
I’m talking about the $100 dollars [donations] 
and students that stepped up to help. We wanted 
the community to see the progress we’ve made 
so far. I just thought, we should just make this 
happen! Just light the damn thing!” Gornik 
hopes that seeing the lit facade will inspire people 
to continue to donate and help ensure the Sag 
Harbor Cinema Arts Center will be ready to open 
this fall. 

The sign, really, represents the hope and 
resilience the community has shown since the

fire. “A significant part of why we have the sign 
is that village officials said they'd save the sign,” 
Gornik says. “They interrupted the demolition. 
Twin Forks Moving & Storage have stored it 
all this time. [Neon artist] Clayton Orehek has 
helped so much. They did all that for free. It 
was a $50,000 job! I’m telling you, when we say 
the community has stepped up on this, there’s a 
million different ways. It’s Sag Harbor and Main 
Street and the indelible way that Main Street 
has existed for so long. So it’s been this great, 
exhausting, long endeavor. It seems like it’s time 
to celebrate and it’s time to say thank you.” 

So, now that the sign is ready, what’s next? 
The Center still needs to continue funding to 
completely realize its vision. “If you can imagine, 
we have the basic construction set up,” Gornik 


says. “We need sheetrock and supplies, but 
we also have to have a perfect HVAC system, 
we have to have acoustics in all the theaters 
to make the sound perfect, we have to restore 
and replace historic signs and exit lights that 
went on the ceiling in the cinema and we did 
replicate the gold fabric. Of course, they will be 
in a different arrangement, but we wanted to 
have reminders of what made the cinema the 
cinema.” To help with honoring the Cinema’s 
visual legacy, the Sag Harbor Cinema Arts 
Center has enlisted the help of Elizabeth Dow, 
a designer and historian. “She and her team 
have been helping us with all this stuff. It’s 
been a mountain of research and cost savings,” 
Gornik says. 

Gornik stresses that every aspect of the 
project has been considered carefully and that no 
money is being wasted. “There’s no excess, there’s 
no chaff, nothing excessive or ill-conceived,” she 
says. In addition to the two main cinemas, there 
are plans for a VR room and classroom on the 
third floor. 

The future of the Sag Harbor Cinema Arts 
Center is looking brighter than ever. “The 
cinema has always been an anchor on Main 
Street,” Gornik says. “To have it continue as the 
cultural hub is such a no-brainer. It will keep 
Main Street alive.”

JENNIFER HOLLIDAY 


Dreamgirls received mixed reviews when it hit 
Broadway. “Life i is funny like that. We didn’t win for 
Best Musical,” Holliday recalls, Of course, Holliday 
won the Tony Award for Best Performance by a 
Leading Actress in a Musical. 

Great professional success and a prestigious award 
may have solidified Holliday as one of Broadway’s 
greats, but the star struggled with depression, which 
was unfortunately stigmatized and often ignored at 
the time. “I suffered greatly with clinical depression 
for most of my adult life. When I was 30 years old I 
tried to commit suicide,” Holliday says. “I don’t know 
actually know, when it started, if people were really 
even talking about depression the way they are now. 
Then maybe I would have gotten some help earlier. 
Because a lot of it was gaining weight, gaining weight, 
people just thought, ‘Okay, she’s just eating a lot.’ 
Nobody said, ‘Jennifer, is something going on that 
you're gaining this weight?” It wasn’t until later that 
I got diagnosed and understood what was going on. 
And back then, it was very lonely. You did eight shows 
a week, and you had one day off, and on that day off I 
was resting my voice. Here I am the star of a show, a 
young girl, but here I am taking on the responsibilities 
of a full woman...food was the way that I could 
find some comfort, some solace.” Holliday has since 
sought help and believes anyone struggling should 
speak up. 

Holliday is also a gay icon, with “And I Am Telling 
You” becoming a kind of anthem for many gay men. 
“Drag queens wanted to be Dreamgirls!” Holliday 
exclaims, before acknowledging that Dreamgirls, and 
the Broadway community, was devastated by the AIDS 
crisis. “That was at the height of it,” she says. “All 
the creative people from the show except [composer] 
Henry Krieger have died of AIDS, as well as most of the 
male chorus.” But Holliday believes that the Broadway 
world brought some peace to the community during 
that time. G& ~

here’s no other place you can get sunsets quite 
like this.” 

Stephan Bogardus is looking out at the ebb and flow 
of small waves rolling in so close below the windows 
of The Halyard at Sound View in Greenport that it’s 
hard to separate the land from the Long Island Sound 
waters. Sunset is a few hours away still, the light is 
still bright on the horizon, but there is a crackle of 
anticipation. Every sunset brings the promise of a new 
dawn, Ralph Waldo Emerson observed. And there is no 
doubt that, had Emerson dined here, a tantalizing plate 
from Bogardus would be added to that very short list of 
promises delivered. 

Since he hopped on a food truck at age 13—or, 
perhaps, from the moment his mother handed him a 
knife in the kitchen at age 4 and began exposing him 
to the wonders of culinary creation and the passion and 
pleasure of chicken pot pie—Bogardus has pursued the 
exceptional. At The Halyard, where Bogardus has been 
Executive Chef since February, there is considerable 
wind in the sail he has raised as he heads into his 
first summer at its helm. “This property has such a 
legacy and history. It is special. And what a lot of other 
waterfront properties on the North Fork don’t have is 
really, really exceptional food.” 

Grilled natural raised pork chop with organic 
polenta, spinach, blackberry and bacon gastrique. 
Slowly cooked local fluke with radish, green chick 
peas and mint-arugula nage. House made ricotta 
cavatelli with snap peas, mushroom Bolognese and 
black truffle. That’s what we're talking about, a menu 
of endless opportunity. 

“I'm approaching it with what I call salty seaside 


classics, but done in a contemporary American style,” 
Bogardus says with the joy of someone who has 
focused on the culinary fundamentals long enough to 
know where he can bend them a bit. “Pushing toward 
what can’t be done will bring you toward the best, as 
opposed to just settling on mediocrity, which many 
people will do, saying ‘good enough,” he says. “There’s 
a lot of ‘good enough’ mentalities out there.” 

Just not here. Ever. Shortly after graduating from 
the Culinary Institute of America in 2009, Bogardus 
showed up on the doorstep of the revered North 
Fork Table & Inn in Southold, where Gerry Hayden 
and Claudia Fleming had been redefining the area’s 


‘notion of fine cuisine and pioneering local farm-to- 


table dining. He got the gig, and learned at the hands 
of two masters. Over the next decade, he would leave 
Long Island to work in New York City, in Palm Beach 
at Café Boulud’s (yes, as in Daniel Boulud), at Locust 
Hill country club in upstate New York, but amid those 
stints he returned to the North Fork Table & Inn. 

In 2012, when Hayden was suffering the increasingly 
debilitating effects of ALS, Bogardus became his 
mentor’s hands in the kitchen, forming the kind of 
bond that will never be broken—that much is clear in 
Bogardus’s eyes when he recounts their time together. 
He left again in 2013, but returned following Hayden’s 


death two years later, and has been rooted on the — 


North Fork ever since. 

“There’s a reason I keep choosing to cook here, and 
it’s because I love this place,” he says. “I love everything 
about it. I love the people,-I love the food, I love the 
views, I love going to IGA and seeing people I’ve known 
since I was a little kid. There’s just so much love and 


joy and support from such a unique community. When 
I was raised, the vines were very, very young. There 
were potatoes. You could find an empty beach in July. 
There weren't beach-parking passes. So much has 
changed, but its core has stayed intact.” 

Surrounded by the vineyards, farms and waters of a 
youth growing up in Cutchogue, and the bounty they 
provide, Bogardus is very much at one with the pulse 
and rhythm of his environs, exuding an air of serene. 
intensity. Or intense serenity. Maybe it’s the yoga and 
meditation he has embraced. Regardless, if such a. 
seeming contradiction can exist and thrive anywhere, 
it is within Bogardus. He is in constant search of 
harmony—in flavors and colors and textures and life— 
and the path he must travel to find it. 

“Everyone looks to Europe to be the forefront of 
gastronomic cooking, and they have a very sustainable 
model. Why is it in America, we think in order to be 
successful and achieve, we need to work harder or do 
more? In my early 20s I struggled with addiction and 
substance abuse and I worked myself really, really 
hard, and I was very much thriving in that culture. 
My late 20s and early 30s has been very much filled 
with self-care and restoration from that troublesonie 
period.” 

So he is forever focused on finding a sustainable work 
model for himself and his team, one that incorporates 
dedication to work and family and self, finding that 
aforementioned harmony and his best self in all his 
worlds. “For me, the emotions and how I feel on the 
inside, you can tell on the plate. As emotions flare, 
colors and flavors and things become more jagged and 
less balanced.” 
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When he starts talking about creating 
that mushroom Bolognese pasta dish, he 
is scientist and artist at once, discussing 
viscosity and proteins and fats and 
mousseline, clearly thrilled at classic and 
avant garde technique merging as one. 
Creating exciting, exemplary dishes and 
an unforgettable experience is akin to 
“creating a narrative and a story,” he 
says. “Food is one of those things that 
can evoke so much emotion, just from 
smell, much less taste, and the actual 
connection with another human being. 

_ Just the physical plate of food itself can 
_ do so much for the soul, the heart, the 
‘mind, that being able to be part of that is 
really special.” 

A chef creates dishes and food to be 
_ shared. Providing the experience and a 
_ context is at the heart of the process, and 
it emanates from the great ones. “The 
way we live at The Halyard is very ‘one 
and in the soil, one hand in the sea,”

The distance between those two points, 
you might be surprised to find, are not so 
far apart for Bogardus. “I think too often 
people are embarrassed by failure, and 
I think that people create fear-based 
reactionary emotions around not being 
what you think is successful, but to truly 
in order to find that, you have to run 
toward failure,” he says. “So if I get a new 
idea or I haven’t done something before, 
I look for what doesn’t work. Then you 
can start checking off boxes—no, no, 
no, no—and eventually you're going to 
find that yes. If anxiety and fear stop 
you from getting to the point where you 
find no’s, it’s going to be way harder to 
find yes’s. But if you say yes to too many 
things, you lose your identity and core.” 

It’s been ‘said by certain sunset 
aficionados that to be yourself in a 
world that is constantly trying to make 
you something else is the greatest 
accomplishment. That is achieved only 
by finding your own center, and the 

center of your universe, and making it 
your own, understanding that it is always a journey. 
“Being born and raised on the North Fork, then 
going away and coming home, going away and coming 
home, it really makes you value what you have. I think 
that if you try to put together a mantra for life, that’s 
it—you live through love and gratitude and value those 
things you have.”

The Retreat Dedicates 


early a year.ago, the East End community 

lost Ben and Bonnie Krupinski, along 
with their grandson, William Maerov. 
But their generosity is still being felt. The 
Retreat, a domestic violence prevention 
agency headquartered in East Hampton, just 
dedicated Ben’s Room, a creatively designed 
space, built by Ben Krupinski Builders, and 
decorated with original murals by local artist 
Barbara Maslen. 

Stephanie House, The Retreat’s emergency 
shelter, has benefitted from the generosity 
of Krupinski and his team. “Ben was visiting 
to discuss changes and renovations to the 
original space, built by the town of East 
Hampton almost 30 years ago,” explains 
Shelter Director Vicki Cooper. “A small child 
ran up to him and hugged his leg.

MYTH: HAVING A BASE TAN WILL PROTECT 
YOU FROM GETTING A SUNBURN 
Truth: Anything that darkens your skin, whether 


it’s the sun’s natural rays or the UV rays emanating 


from a tanning bed, is actually causing DNA damage. 
This DNA damage ultimately can raise your risk of 
skin cancer, including the most dangerous and hardest 
to treat form, melanoma. While it’s true that having 
slightly darker skin makes it slightly harder to burn, 
a “base tan” usually ends up being the equivalent of 


_ SPF 4...nowhere near protective. Rather than trying 


to show up at the beach already sporting a tan, try 
sporting sunblock with an SPF of at least 30 (once 
you get over an SPF of 50, there isn’t much benefit 
to going higher). Keep yourself protected, even in 
cloudy weather. 


MYTH: THE SUN IS ALWAYS DANGEROUS 
Truth: Yes, the sun can lead to premature skin 
aging, eye damage, and even skin cancer.

MYTH: BUTTER SOOTHES A SUNBURN 


Truth: If you’ve already cooked your skin, please 
don’t season it with butter! The greasiness of butter 
tends to make the heat from a sunburn less likely to 
dissipate and can delay healing. It’s better to treat 
a sunburn with cool water or compresses and aloe, 
especially if you can get it right from the plant source. 
- Remember, if you have blistering of your skin, check 
in with your doctor and get some expert medical care. 


MYTH: SINCE CHLORINE KILLS BACTERIA, 
YOU CAN SKIP YOUR MORNING SHOWER 
IF YOU GO FOR A SWIM 
Truth: While jumping in the pool is refreshing, 
it doesn’t eliminate the need for showering. In fact, 
you may want to shower before and after swimming. 
As gross as it sounds, studies have shown that an 
alarming number of people regularly urinate in a 
pool and that many people don’t think twice about 
swimming after having diarrhea. Bacteria and viruses 
can contaminate the pool water and cause illness, and 
would require more chlorine than is safe to kill them 
all. Also, lotions, perfumes, detergents and even sweat 
can cause generation of chloramines, which give pools 
their distinctively strong smell. Contrary to popular 
belief, they are not a sign of cleanliness, but just 
the opposite. 


MYTH: IF YOU GO SWIMMING RIGHT AFTER 
YOU EAT, YOU WILL DROWN 

Truth: Sorry, moms everywhere—this one is 
definitely a myth. Yes, if you’ve just eaten a large meal 
before jumping in, you may get a bit of abdominal 
cramping. But, other than this bit of discomfort, there 
is no risk of drowning. Typically, if you’ve eaten a 
modest snack or meal, you probably won’t even have

cramps. In fact, major health organizations such as the 
American Academy of Pediatrics and the Centers for 
Disease Control do not warn against swimming after 
eating. Of course, it’s always important not to swim 
alone (and never let your children swim unattended) in 
case you're not feeling well, but no need to wait before 
enjoying the water. 


MYTH: A COLD BEER WILL KEEP YOU 
HYDRATED ON A HOT DAY 
Truth: As much as we all wish this were true, 
it’s simply not the case. Sure, a cold beer (or a 
very large frozen margarita) is refreshing, but alcohol 


actually leads to dehydration through increasing the © 


amount of urine produced by your body. When this 
is compounded by dehydration from exposure to high 
outdoor temperatures, your blood alcohol level may 
even rise more quickly, causing you to feel the effects 
of alcohol more easily. When drinking alcohol in the 
summer months, try to balance it with water, sparkling 
water or other non-alcoholic and non-caffeinated 
beverages. Remember to be cautious when enjoying 
a poolside cocktail—as relaxing as it can be, it will 
impair your ability to safely swim, dive, operate a 
boat or supervise children in the water. Relax and 
enjoy, but make sure there is a cava driver (or 
boat captain). 


MYTH: SCRATCHING A MOSQUITO 
BITE WILL MAKE IT BETTER 
Truth: Unfortunately, this only makes you feel better 
for a second. While scratching an itchy area provides 
temporary relief, it also stimulates histamine release 
at the site of the bite which causes even more swelling, 
itching, redness and inflammation. You can try over- 
the-counter remedies such as diphenhydramine spray

TO GET BITTEN BY A SHARK 
Truth: While it’s true that Long Island waters are 
home to a wide variety of shark species, you don’t need ° 
to worry about Jaws or an impending Sharknado. — 
The University of Florida has been tracking shark—- 
human interactions since 1837 and has only reported 
12 bites in New York waters, compared to over 150 
in Hawaii and over 800 in Florida waters. Most 
of these bites are not unprovoked and are mostly 
accidental. Still nervous? The good news is that 
lifeguards are instructed to treat every shark sighting 
as credible and take all precautions to keep Long Island 
swimmers safe. i.
